whom the theatre was named was the 
master of the dedicatory exercises. He 
made the first address. 
He called at- 
tention to the need that Benton Har- 
bor had suffered ever since the unfor- 
tunate destruction of the Yore opera 
bouse four years ago. 
Several plans 
for a BOW building had been made but 
all had failed, until in the present 
building the adage of where there is a 
will there is a way was never better ex- 
emplified. 
Even the present theatre 
could not have been built but for the 
liberality of the citizens. 


Tne doctor praised the work of Brun- 
son, Hull and Morton, the men who 
dug the ship canal, and whose efforts 
have ever since been an Inspiration to 
Bonton Harbor te overcome all dlttl- 
cultles in the way of growth. 
In a few 
ears, ho predicted that Ronton Har- 
jor and St. Joseph would be consoll- 
dati d and be the second largest city In 
Michigan. 


Mayor Fooltzor appeared before the 
public for the first time since his elec- 
tion and he made an Impression that 
wa^ pleading. 
Citizens« were proud of 
the way he talked. 
He f>jK)ke of the

Dr, Edgcumbe, president of Benton 
Harbor college, spoke of the relation 
of the public hall to education. 
He 
said that every country and every city 
has Us Ideals though it may not- know 
what 
Its Ideals are. 
This beautiful 
structure la the creature of a Benton 
Harbor ideal. 
Different cities 
have 
different ideals, some are holler and 
higher than others 
The Benton Har- 
bor ideal begun when Bruni^on, Mor- 


ton and Hull dug the canal. 
The little 
college on the hill Is one of the Ideals. 
The man who built Yore's opera house 
was prompted by the same ideal that 
prompted the construction 
of 
this 
building. 


The last address In the exercises was 
made by Attorney Leroy A. Wilson. 
Mr. Wilson's subject was "The World 
a Stage," and he painted a word pic- 
ture of the drama on the world's stage 
that made him,though comparatively a 
stranger and young, recoi^nized as one 
of the best of Benton Harbor's several 
stars In the heaven of oratory. 


A MONUMENT TO PLUCK. 


Bell Opera Houae Shows What Benton 
Harbor Oau Do. 


About nine months ago Dr. 
John 
Bell and (ieorge A. Mills made 
the

The newspapers and the citizens took 
the matter up and in less than four 
weeks the 1,000 tickets were sold. 


The Bell opera house will therefore 
be ever a monument to the fact that 
there Is nothing too great for Benton 
Harbor to undertake and accomplish.

INTERVIEW 
WITH 
ARCHITECT. 


He Pomts Out Strong Points in tho Opera 
House. 


The plans for tho Bell opera hou.ic 
were made by Architect C. A. Brehmer 
of South Bond. 


The house was planned after 
the 
famous 
Harrigan's 
of 
Now 
York, 
though of couri?e the latter Is more 
elaborate, but It is no more comforta- 
ble. 


In speaking of the opera house Mr. 
Brehmer said: 


'There are two points which no play- 
house in the entire country can excell 
—its points for egress in case of tire or 
other necessity and the superior ar-

rangement of the seats. 
There 
are 
seven exits to the hou!»e and It may 
bo emptied when packed in live min- 
utes or lens. 
There Is no seat in the 
house but from which amy be seen the 
center of the rear of the stage. 
The 
boxes alTord just as good seats as any 
In tho auditorium, a point which can- 
not be said In favor of many play- 
houses. 
Another thing, the rows of 
seats are not crowded and the knees of 
the audience are not jammed upagalnst 
the seat in the row in front." 


Mr. Brehmer said that the price of 
the material In the building advanced 
$0,000 from the time 
the 
building 
was started until It was finished. 


THE YURE OPERA HOUSE. 


Benton Barbor's First Theatre, Burned 
Four Tears Affo. 


V'ore's grand opera house, Benton 
Harbor's tlrst playhouse, was opened 
to the public with "Jerry, 
the O u t . 
cast," as the attraction. 
The 
house 
was crowded and the play, while not 
the best, gave fairly good satisfaction. 
The second attraction was the WIIber 
opera company. 
The company played 
a three night engagement to crowded 
houses and gave universal satisfaction. 


The 
first 
matager of Yore's svas 
Richard Trevelic, an experienced man 
in the businef»s. He managed the house 
for about tnree months, when he left 
the city and Matthew Yore and Judson 
Burrldge, under the name of Yore & 
Burridge, took the management. These 
gentlemen knew nothing of the busii- 
ness but nevertheless secured 
some 
really good attractions. 
It was after 
Yore & Burridge had been in partner- 
ship nearly u y.-ar that tne .Simon 
comedy company, supporting the com- 
edian, J. A. Simon, landed in Benton 
Harbor for a 
week's 
engagement. 
There was another attraction in Yore's 
opera house and the Simon company 
played to eiupty ^eats In Conkey's hall 
the first night. 
Later In the week 
they changed from Conkey's to Yore's. 
The company closed their season here 
and J. A. Simon and Charles Willard, 
under the name of Simon & Willard, 
leased the house. 
Mr. Willard sold 
out to Mr. Simon, who continued the 
management until the house burned.

On the third ballot the Tanner men be­ 
gan to vote for yates and started a stam ­ 
pede to tile .Morgan county mun. 
Henry 
ilertz tlien tlu’ew tile Fourteenth wax’d of 
Cliicagu lo licLVfS ujui this was followed 
by a wild deinon.stratlon on both sides, 
the lianecy nien breaking’ to Yates, with 
Lorimer at their head waving a Yates 
banner. The convention was thrown in a 
perfect turmoil and not a word could be 
heard, while the chairman vainly rapped 
for order and the 
secretary 
helplessly 
awaited a response to his call. There was 
so much confusion In the hall that the 
result of the third ballot could not be de­ 
termined. 


At the end of the roll 
call, 
w ithout 
w aiting for any announcem ent of the 
results, the convention becam e a mob. It 
w'as the general Impression In the conven­ 
tion th a t Yates had received a m ajority 
of th e votes. The Y ates men and th e fol­ 
lowers of Reeves now vied w ith each 
other in a tum ultuous d em onstration for 
their respective candidates. 
The whole 
convention was on its 
feet, 
shouting. 
Suddenly, a large oil painting of Yates 
was hoisted by the delegation from Mor­ 
gan county, and am id deafening cheers 
carried over to the other aisle and down 
to th e middle of Convention hall. Froro 
this m om ent It w as a Y ates convention. 
The M organ county delegates, who bore 
aloft the Picture of Yate», made thit^ 
way up the aisle to the rostrum.

A singular custom prevails in Chili, 
which In these days of aseptic precau­ 
tions will cause a shudder among thoso 
who see infection lurking in every de­ 
tail of life, soya the New York Sun. It is 
called strawberry fishing, and is con­ 
ducted in rfiis fashion: 
At the close 
of a dinner, the cloth is removed and 
there is placed upon the table an im- 
mense bowl into which are emptied 
half a dozen bolUes of Hordeau« wine, 
four of cherry, and two of rnm; be­ 
sides sugar and nutmeg. 
Into this 
mixture is put a very large strawberry 
which floats upon the surface. 
The 
bowl is provkled with two handles. 
These are used to ifft the vessel, and 
tilt it so that the strawberry may be 
brought near the edjfe and sucked Into 
the mouth. This would appear an easy 
feat; but it is a tlifficult one, as the 
fruit rolls over when touched with the 
lips. 
The contestant in the 
eflfort 
swallows a considerable quantity of 
the licjuid concoction. This is the rea­ 
son for tlie game, for the iiowl is passed 
fiom one to tlie other many times In 
succet-sion before the strawberry is 
capuin-d; when lhat moment finally 
arrives all of the quests have reached 
a ripe stage of hilarity. 
This is the 
game as it is played among the higher 
classes. 
Among those of a lower so­ 
cial standing the ilery liquor of the 
country is substituted for w’ine. With 
them strawberry fishing develops into 
a function compared to which a fight­ 
ing mixed-ale party in this tow’n is 
the recreation of a group of peace- 
seeking Quakers.

BIG TEST IS IH E MKETISG PLACE.

Sioux Falls, S. D., May 10.—The na­ 
tional convention of thc*people’s party 
began business at 2:20 o’clock Wednes­ 
day in the big tent wigwam on the top 
of the hill on the western side of the 
city of Siou.v Falls. 


Cniled to Order. 


At the time of the opening of the 
convention the great tent, which has 
a seating capacity of 8,000, was com­ 
fortably filled. Senator JUitler rapped 
for order and called on Ilisliop O'dor- 
man, Catholic bishop of Sioux b'alls. to 
oiVer prayer. 


Amid applause Senator Butler intro­ 
duced f!ov. Lee, of South Dakota, w’ho 
on behalf of his .^^tato welcomed the 
convention to South Dakota. Gov. I^ee 
was givtn close attention and was fre­ 
quently interrupted by applause, his 
reference to the “splendid heroism of 
the South African republics” bringing 
a burst of cheers. His allusion to \V. ,j. 
Hryan, however, the first time his name 
had been pronounced, brought the del­ 
egates to their feet in a hurricane of 
cheers and waving of flags, some enthu­ 
siastic delegates climbing 
on 
their 
chairs to voice their approval. 


When the governor sat down a Kan­ 
sas delegate proposed three cheers for 
the governor of South Dakota, and they 
were given with a will. Senator Butler 
responded for the convention. 


Immediately at the conclusion of his 
address. Senator Butler announced the 
following temporary officers 
of the* 
convention: 


Chairman, P. M. Rlngdal, of Minnesota; 
soerotary. It. E. Bray, of Oklahoma: as- 
.«ilstant .secretaries. Loo Vincent, of Colo­ 
rado, and Kugene Smith, of Illinois. 


Committees on resolutions, creden­ 
tials and permanent organization were 
Jippolnted. 
At 1:30 the convention ad­ 
journed until 8:30 p. m.

The evening .se.ssion was devoted en­ 
tirely to singing and music by the 
Fifty-first Iowa regiment band. When 
Temporary Chairman Ringdal called 
the convention to order at 8:40 p. m. ir 
was announced that the committees on 
credentials and permanent organiza­ 
tion were not ready to report. The con­ 
vention then adjourned 
until 
nine 
o’clock this morning. The doors were 
opened and all outside of the tent were 
admitted to a concert given by the 
band.

The cojnmittee on resolutions %vas 
still in session at midnight. 
Among

were those relating to imperialism, 
trusts and the tinances.

Sympathy Is extended to the 
Boers In their war with Great Britain, 
and demand 1;? made that the administra­ 
tion shall take prompt steps to end the 
war by offering mediation.

denounced as the greatest evil o f the ag e. 
Extended reference Is made to the re­ 
cent gold standard legislation.

against the Interests of the p eop le, and 
thiit it Increases the hold of the bank.s 
upon the masses.

Chicago, May 10.—Most of the ses­ 
sion of the Methodist general confer­ 
ence Wednesday was devoted to con­ 
sideration of the report of the spe­ 
cial CDmmis.sion appointed four years 
ago to revise the organic laws of the 
church. A number of memorials pro­ 
testing against the removal of. the 
ban on certain amusemcnis were re­ 
ceived and referred to the committee 
on state of the church. 
The memo­ 
rial to crhicis« President McKinley 
relative to the anti-canteen law’ was 
referred to the committee on ti inper- 
ance. The committee on revisals took 
up the old question of a change in the 
Apostle’s Creed, by expurgation 
of 
the word “catholic,” but tne attemj)t 
to change It failed. 


Laymen crossed swords with pre­ 
siding elders and clergy at the meet­ 
ing of the committee on episcopacy 
over the question of a.ssi^fuingf bish- 
op.s to fixed districts for 
fout'-year 
terms, thereby abolishing the 
prin­ 
ciple of an itinerant episcopal super­ 
intendence, which has been one of the 
features of Methodism since the or­ 
ganization of the church. 
This ques­ 
tion will be acted upon by the com­ 
mittee Friday.

VS’hen I got the job linishcil 
there was enough licjuor in th a t lunij) 
of honey to get u family of bears 
drunk. 
And the delicious iastc of it 
was Rucn that I certaiidy haled to 
feed it to the bear. 


“ ‘J u s t about daybreak I heard 
a 
noise like something tumljling about 
in tne sh(*d where 1 ke])t my honey. 
“ Mr. Hear luis found that «p¡)lejack 
and is nniking merry over it," 1 says 
to my wife“b u t th e re ’s no hurry. 
I 
know the power of that applejack. 
I ’ll just wait a couple of hours until 
it gets in its paralyzing effects. T hat 
bear will be dead to the world then. 
And a little while later, after his in­ 
terview* with Uncle Jabez, he’ll be 
dead for good. 


“ ‘So I waited a couple of hours, and 
then, having loaded my gtiu. went 
down to the hives, confidently expect­ 
ing to see one big bear stretehcd out 
there dead drunk. 
But 
instea<l of 
this it waa a pathetic sight th a t met 
my eyes. 
My hive« were overturned 
and all my good honey gone, while 
the flíK)r was Uttered with bees. 
A 
lot more were sticking to the apple­ 
jack honev, while here and there was 
a bee trying to walk or fly, and fall­ 
ing to the floor in a staggering way. 
It was plain enough what had h ap ­ 
pened. 
My bees had been attra cted 
by tlie fragront smell of t h a t apple­ 
jack honey.

If th«y had been content t^) 
stay in their hives, perhaps my plan 
would have wi>rked all right and tlie 
bear have eat^:‘n the applejack honey. 
So insti'ad of let l ing my bees sleep 
their jag off, 1 started to rouse them 
by throw ing cold v^ater on them. “No 
intoxicated bees that lili themselves 
up on honey meant for black bears,’’ 
I said, “are going to be allowed to 
sleep all day, not while they belong 
to Uncle Jabez. 
Tliose bees have g(jt 
to get right up and start in repairing 
the damage due to their carelessness.” 


“ ‘Now, 1 had known those bees all 
their lives, and it never occurred to 
me t h a t they wouT# sting nie. But in 
the first place t h a t apj)lejack had 
aroused the same batl temper in them 
th at it does in some men.
